‘Wall of silence’ over 
views on health plan 

Local NHS leaders ‘blocked from speaking out against services shake-up’

LOCAL NHS leaders are being 
blocked from speaking out against 
controversial plans for a shake-up 
of health services by a wall of si¬ 
lence and secrecy, a senior health 
consultant has claimed. 

During a heated meeting at the 
town hall, health chiefs were also 
accused of dishonesty and sub¬ 
terfuge over the proposals. 

Campaigners fear the local sus¬ 
tainability and transformation 
plan will lead to the closure of 
Charing Cross Hospital. 

But NHS bosses have repeatedly 
denied the claims and insist that 
the hospital is not closing. 

Hundreds of people packed out 
Hammersmith Town Hall last week 
as campaigners pledged to fight for 
local health services. 

And in a stinging attack, one of 
the plan’s biggest critics claimed 
even NHS leaders were now con¬ 
cerned about the proposals. 


Roger Steer, a 
health consultant 
who co-authored 
an official review 
of the plan, said lo¬ 
cal experts are be¬ 
ing prevented 
from expressing 
their views be¬ 
cause of an en¬ 
forced wall of si¬ 
lence and secrecy. 

He suggested 
health chiefs have 
no intention of en¬ 
gaging with patients. “We see no 
point in mincing our words about 
this,” he said. “What it seems to be 
about is removing the local veto. 
That means local communities, 
councillors and campaigners.” 

Senior clinicians published the 
sustainability and transformation 
plan for north west London last 
month. It is one of 44 documents 
being drawn up across the country 
in a bid to restructure cash- 
strapped health services. 


Bosses say there are no plans to 
close Charing Cross Hospital over 
the next five years. But campaign¬ 
ers belie-ve the docume-nt is a 
smoke- screen for cuts and clo¬ 
sures. 

A panel of speakers addressed 
the meeting at Hammersmith 
Town Hall last Tuesday. Speakers 
included local politicians, mem¬ 
bers of the Save Our Hospitals cam¬ 
paign and a senior doctor. 

Dr David Wingfield, chairman of 


the Hammersmith and Fulham GP 
Federation, suggested the STP was 
not equipped to tackle the health 
and social care problems facing the 
borough. He offered to form a 
grand alliance between GPs, coun¬ 
cillors and members of the commu¬ 
nity to confront local healthcare 
challenges. 

“The STP cannot do it, only we 
can. Together we can solve these 
problems. Together we can de¬ 
liver,” he said. 

Stephen Cowan, leader of Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council, 
which has refused to support the 
plan, suggested patients’ views are 
being ignored. 

“We are not against reforming 
the NHS. There are things that 
need to be improved, no-one dis¬ 
putes that,” he said. 

“But I believe honesty is impor¬ 
tant. If you respect people then tell 
them the truth. People will not 
stand for this, that is the reason 
we are going to win.”

‘Mouse poo’ in Peyton cafe 

A RESTAURANT run by the BBC's Great British 
Menu judge Oliver Peyton was covered in mouse 
droppings where food was cooked, cleaned and 
prepared, a court heard. 

The cafe, at the trendy Institute of Contem¬ 
porary Arts, run by Peyton & Byrne Ltd, faces 
eight charges of failing to comply with hygiene 
laws after the kitchens were found covered in 
mouse droppings. 

The company was set up by Irish restaurateur 
Peyton, one of three judges on the Great British 
Menu since the programme first came out in 
2006. 

According to documents presented to West¬ 
minster Magistrates' Court, inspectors found 
mouse droppings in food storage containers 
holding ready-to-eat food and on shelves when 
they examined the ICA's cafe overlooking The 
Mall.

W HEN Jan Parnell 
joined White 
City’s Phoenix 
High School in 
2012 there were 50 
children in the sixth form. When 
she left this year, there were 200. 

The competition for qualifica¬ 
tions is tougher than ever be¬ 
fore - and faced with a shrinking 
jobs market, young Londoners 
must make the most of every op¬ 
portunity that comes their way. 

It makes Jan’s new role as 
chairman of the Access to Higher 
Education in London Schools 
Strategy Forum all the more im¬ 
portant. 

“There is now much higher ac¬ 
cess to university than there ever 
was before,” she says. “But there 
are still under-represented 
groups that don’t go in enough 
numbers - even though they 
achieve the threshold qualifica¬ 
tions.” 

A self-employed education con¬ 
sultant, Jan has more than 30 
years’ experience in the field. 

She previously took charge of 
school commissioning for Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council, 
and has worked in both the pri¬ 
vate and public sectors to im¬ 
prove students’ educational 
outcomes. 

During her four years as 
deputy head and sixth-form di¬ 
rector at Phoenix, she helped 
hundreds of aspiring young peo¬ 
ple plot the next steps in their 
life. And in a new voluntary role, 
Jan will work closely with uni¬ 
versities and schools to widen 
participation in higher educa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s about looking at the uni¬ 
versity sector’s approach to 
schools and whether that works 
effectively,” she explains. 

“But university is not for ev¬ 
erybody so it’s also about encour¬ 
aging students to pursue 
higher-level qualifications thr¬ 
ough the apprenticeship route, or 
choosing universities that offer a 
sandwich course with a year in 
industry or a year abroad. 

“Everyone’s looking for more 
value from their university de¬ 
gree, and it’s under more 
scrutiny now because even 
though you can still get some

support grants, especially if 
you’re from a low-income family, 
it’s a much more expensive expe¬ 
rience than in the past.” 

White City is among the most 
deprived areas in West London. 
But Jan is extremely proud of her 
achievements at Phoenix, which 
was taken over by an academy 
trust this year. 

“It’s not just choosing the right 
path into higher education, it’s 
choosing the right progression 
route, whether it be apprentice¬ 
ships or work,” she says. 

“We were very proud that in 


the last four years at Phoenix we 
didn’t have a single NEET (not in 
employment, education or train¬ 
ing) among sixth-form leavers. 

“If you can do that in White 
City, then it should be the stan¬ 
dard you set for everyone.” 

With the spiralling cost of 
higher education threatening to 
turn some off the idea of univer¬ 
sity, Jan also believes getting the 
right advice is essential. 

“I think that young people are 
ambitious and it doesn’t really 
matter which community they 
come from. Many are much more

massive enhancement of your 
existing protective security. 

“Our research has shown 
that hostiles undertake recon¬ 
naissance to obtain information 
vital for attack planning. An es¬ 
sential part of reconnaissance 
is visiting the potential target. 

“During this phase, hostiles 
will observe the people who 
work at the site. If they observe 
a workforce that pays attention 
to their surroundings and who 
are vigilant, hostiles will con¬ 
clude everyone is watching, 
and the chances of them being 
detected is high - a very pow¬ 
erful deterrent. Conversely, 
staff not paying attention to 
their surroundings and not 
showing vigilance could en¬ 
courage hostiles. 

“We recognise that different 
organisations face different 
types or levels of threat. 

“You may simply wish to 
make all your staff more aware 
of the behaviours you expect 
around your site, how vital it 
is to be on the lookout and the 
importance of reporting suspi¬ 
cious activity immediately. 

“Alternatively, there may be 
a particular threat which 
means your staff themselves 
could be a target, perhaps be¬ 
cause of where they work - in 
which case, you may wish to 
run a vigilance campaign that 
has greater emphasis on per¬ 
sonal security, and the mea¬ 
sures staff should be taking to 
reduce the risk of being tar¬ 
geted. 

“Hostiles will notice both 
manifest signs of vigilance, 
such as staff being obviously 
observant, and more subtle 
signs, such as content on your 
website that hints at the organ¬ 
isation having an observant 
workforce.

LONDON dynamo Laurence Kemball-Cook 
has been voted UK Eco Entrepreneur of the 
Year for his brilliant invention which has 
stepped up the way energy will be created in 
the future. 

Laurence’s Pavegen system of electronic 
tiles has been hailed by industry and envi¬ 
ronmental chiefs around the world for the 
revolutionary way that it converts footsteps 
into electrical power. 

The groundbreaking tiles have already 
been installed on busy walkways in 
Heathrow, The City, Washington DC and in 
20 countries. 

Businesses in Oxford Street are consider¬ 
ing installing the tiles there when London 
mayor Sadiq Khan fulfils his pledge to 
pedestrianise the area. 

Laurence’s invention - which can not 
only convert footsteps to electricity but 
could be installed in roads too, so that traffic 
in and around London powers up the city, is 
being used by clients including Transport 
for London, Siemens, Coca-Cola and Adidas 
- won him the Eco Entrepreneur of the Year 
prize at the Great British Entrepreneur 
awards. 

Laurence’s story began at Loughborough 
University, where on his industrial place¬ 
ment year he worked for one of Europe’s 
largest energy companies. 

He was presented with the task of looking 
at ways to power street lighting and applica¬ 


tions within our cities, but felt confined to tradi¬ 
tional energy sources of solar and wind power. 

The 30-year-old inventor said: “I imagined the 
amount of footfall occurring day and night in our 
major cities, thinking of ways I could use such a 
constant, unending resource. 

“It was then that I thought of a power source 
that was under our feet: a flooring that converts 
footsteps into kinetic power and captures data. 

“Having graduated, I launched the business 
and filed the first patents from my bedroom with 
£200, in 2009. 

“Since then, Pavegen has scaled across the 
world, installing more than 100 iconic projects in 
more than 30 countries. 

“The technology has rapidly evolved from a 
single, rectangular tile to a 200 times more effi¬ 
cient array called V3 that can power LED light¬ 
ing, advertisements and signage when and 
where it is needed. 

“In five years, the company has rapidly grown 
and the commercially viable V3 product now has 
the potential to be mass-manufactured due to its 
scalability and lower cost, allowing us to easily 
implement the technology in cities.” 

Pavegen has been hailed the way of the future 
by businessmen including Sir George Iacobescu, 
chairman of the Canary Wharf Group, who said: 
“Pavegen is one of the greatest ideas, which 
needs to be implemented by more companies 
within the public space. 

“I think it could shape the future of renewable 
energy generation, with an enormous scope on 
helping the Canary Wharf district achieve sus¬ 
tainability, through lighting, heating and air 
conditioning and endless applications.”

affordable homes

SADIQ Khan has set out new 
planning rules to speed up the 
building of more affordable 
housing, alongside plans for how 
record-breaking investment of 
£3.15 billion will support 90,000 
new affordable homes in the cap¬ 
ital. 

The mayor’s new funding pro¬ 
gramme details how he will use 
the investment - the biggest 
housing deal ever secured by 
City Hall - to support new af¬ 
fordable housing in the capital 
over the next five years. 

It was launched along with 
new planning guidance, de¬ 
signed to speed up development 
and boost affordable- housing 
numbers. 

The mayor’s spokesman said: 
“Previous national rules on af¬ 
fordable housing investment 
were rigid, including no invest¬ 
ment at all for mainstream low- 
cost rented housing. 

“Following negotiations with 
government, new rules mean in¬ 
vestment in London can now be 
spent on a mix of homes for low- 
cost rent and affordable home- 
ownership - allowing the mayor 
to meet the needs of more Lon¬ 
doners. 

“Sadiq has been clear there is 
not a one-size-fits-all approach 
to affordable housing in London, 



as the city needs a balanced mix 
of homes to rent and buy.” 

The 90,000 affordable homes 
will be a mix of low-cost rent, 
shared ownership and London 
Living Rent, which is based on a 
third of average household in¬ 
comes in each borough. 

Most homes in the mayor’s 
programme will be delivered by 
housing associations, with the 
condition that their plans must in¬ 
clude a minimum 50 per cent af¬ 
fordable housing, with some 
partners enabled to deliver at least 
60 per cent. 

The mayor is also launching 
new planning guidance, setting 
out for the first time an i nn ovative 
approach both to speeding up de¬ 


cisions in the planning system and 
increasing the levels of affordable 
housing. The spokesman said: 
“Sadiq’s Supplementary Planning 
Guidance is the first step to rais¬ 
ing affordable housing levels 
from the low level of 13 per cent 
given permission that he inherited 
from the previous mayor. 

“The guidance has been devel¬ 
oped since the mayor took office 
in May, through extensive discus¬ 
sions with councils and the hous¬ 
ing industry.” 

The SPG seeks to: 

• Set out a clear, consistent and 
transparent approach to viability, 
the process through which a de¬ 
velopment’s affordable housing 
contribution is assessed. 

• Offer developers a new, 
quicker route through the plan¬ 
ning process, removing the re¬ 
quirement for protracted viability 
negotiations if they meet a mini¬ 
mum 35 per cent affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

• Support new Build to Rent de¬ 
velopments, where institutions 
like pension funds invest in 
blocks of long-term private and 
affordable flats to rent. 

Mr Khan said: “London is in 
the midst of a housing crisis, with 


thousands of Londoners priced out 
of a city they call home. 

“I have been clear that fixing the 
housing crisis will be a marathon 
and not a sprint but I am deter¬ 
mined to lead from the front and get 
on with building genuinely afford¬ 
able homes for Londoners to rent 
and buy. 

“These announcements demo¬ 
nstrate real progress on the long 
road towards fixing London’s hous¬ 
ing crisis. 

“The record-breaking investment 
I have agreed with government 
means we can start building a range 
of different affordable homes to suit 
Londoners’ needs. 

“Together with my new planning 
guidance, we can begin to boost the 
number of homes built in London 
and move towards a long-term 
strategic goal of half of all new 
homes being genuinely affordable.” 

The spokesman said: “Planning 
guidance, subject to a three-month 
consultation period, is just one in a 
range of measures the mayor is 
using to deliver affordable housing 
in London. 

“Together with his record fund¬ 
ing package, announced in last 
week’s Autumn Statement, Sadiq 
has been clear that he expects pub¬ 
lic land to deliver as much afford¬ 
able housing as possible and is 
leading by example with sites 
owned by Transport for London. 

“He has already brought forward 
sites at Kidbrooke - delivering 400 
homes of which half will be afford¬ 
able - and land at Landmark Court 
in Southwark and Fenwick South, 
near Clapham North station, both of 
which have the capacity to deliver 
new affordable homes alongside 
commercial and retail space.” 

John Dickie, director of policy 
and strategy at London First, said: 
“It’s hugely encouraging to see the 
mayor’s continued focus on build¬ 
ing the homes London’s workers 
and families so urgently need. 

“Giving greater clarity and guid¬ 
ance to housebuilders is a welcome 
step as we work towards a dramatic 
increase in housing and start build¬ 
ing the 50,000 new homes London 
needs each year.” 

Ian Fletcher, director of policy at 
the British Property Federation, 
said: “The GLA has led the field in 
seeking to have a planning policy 
on Build to Rent and this latest 
guidance is immensely helpful to 
the sector and the boroughs with 
which it works. 

“When you are trying to do 
something new in housing, in¬ 
evitably you need to develop under¬ 
standing - and the mayor, his 
deputy and team have wanted to be 
at the forefront, working with plan¬ 
ners and investors to cast a sensible 
planning policy.

Forget Brexit... what 
about skills shortage 


W HEN an issue 
dominates the po¬ 
litical landscape, 
with Brexit being the cur¬ 
rent culprit, there is al¬ 
ways a danger that the 
everyday but essential 
parts of running the coun¬ 
try slip down the agenda. 

Among them is the 
country’s desperate need 
for a skilled workforce. 
Now this is not just a call 
from a plumbing boss 
looking for more engi¬ 
neers, but more of that 
later. 

People are the key to the 
UK’s success - whether 
it’s round the negotiating 
table in Brussels, in¬ 
stalling a heating system 
or building a new railway 
line. But have we armed 
enough of our people with 
the right skills? 

I came across a report 
last week by a private eq¬ 
uity house Albion Ven¬ 
tures, which showed that 
the biggest single issue 
facing the UK’s small busi¬ 
ness community is the 
lack of skilled staff. So, we 
know the answer then. 

But while it is obvious 
to everyone in the busi¬ 
ness community, it has 
taken politicians and edu¬ 
cators much, much longer 
to catch on. The Labour 
Government-driven uni- 
versity-at-all-costs mantra 
of the late nineties and the 
peddling of degree courses 
that don’t add anything to 
our economy or commer¬ 
cial competitiveness have 
cost the country dearly. 

For all the Govern¬ 
ment’s ambitions to invest 
in infrastructure and 
make us an economic pow¬ 
erhouse, in whatever form 
that takes after we pack 
our bags and leave the EU 
clubhouse, without the 
skilled people, it’ll all just 
splutter to a halt. 

The fact that skills and 
apprenticeships didn’t 
even get a mention in last 
month’s Autumn State¬ 
ment speaks volumes. Of 
course, it’s important to 
the Government; its com¬ 
mitment to creating three 
million apprenticeships by 
2020 is clear support of the 
need for more vocational 


skills. However, because 
of the European Union- 
issue, skills didn’t make it 
into the final cut of the 
Chancellor’s debut perfor¬ 
mance at the dispatch box. 

The problem is, without 
skills investment, he’ll 
struggle to deliver on his 
plans for future economic 
prosperity. 

We can’t be more pro¬ 
ductive, work cleverer and 
compete in international 
markets if we don’t arm 
people with the right skills 
at an early age. Invest¬ 
ments into the fabric of the 
country have to be 
matched by investments 
in skills. 

We already face skills 
challenges in key trades 
and technical industries, 
which depending what 
happens with our exit of 
the European Union, could 
be intensified by immigra¬ 
tion curbs. 

In my business we’re 
continually on the lookout 
for suitably qualified 
plumbing and heating en¬ 
gineers and my recruit¬ 
ment team regularly has 
to widen its net due to the 
shallow pool of skilled 
tradespeople available to 
us in and around the Capi¬ 
tal. 

This issue has been ex¬ 
acerbated by a recent 
spike in demand, which 
resulted in our busiest sin¬ 
gle day ever, prompting 
the creation of 50 new jobs 
and a Elmillion invest¬ 
ment in new vehicles and 
the expansion of our head¬ 
quarters. 

We’ve managed to at¬ 
tract engineers from the 
North East of England, 
and even Scotland, who’ve 
relocated to London to join 
Pimlico Plumbers. How¬ 
ever, it’s getting harder 
and harder as our recruit¬ 
ment drive intensifies. 

Business leaders need to 
take it upon themselves to 
continually drive the 
skills agenda and keep it 
in the spotlight until real 
action is taken by politi¬ 
cians. 

It must be made a prior¬ 
ity and when fully ad¬ 
dressed will ensure the 
UK’s future prosperity.

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Borough schools ‘among worst hit by Tories’ 



SCHOOLS in Hammersmith and 
Fulham have been among the 
worst affected by government 
spending cuts, according to the 
country’s leading teachers’ 
union. 

The NUT claimed the bor¬ 
ough’s schools were £392 worse 
off per pupil than before the 2015 
general election. 

Schools are already being 
forced to make their own budget 
cuts because funding has not 
been increased to cover increased 
costs, the union said. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
was ranked among the three lo¬ 
cal-authority areas nationwide 
that had been worst affected over 
the last 18 months. 

It was second only to Hackney 
in the list of London boroughs 
that have felt the impact of re¬ 
stricted spending on schools, ac¬ 
cording to the NUT. 

But ministers criticised the 
union for scaremongering and 
claimed the figures were specu¬ 
lative. 

The NUT’s analysis of school 
funding data found only eight lo¬ 
cal-authority areas across the 


country - and only two in Lon¬ 
don - where schools were better 
off under the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment. 

It said schools in areas of high 
deprivation had been the hardest 
hit, with primary schools in the 
poorest places up to £338 worse 
off per pupil. 

Other London boroughs in the 
top 10 included Hounslow and 
Tower Hamlets. 

Kevin Courtney, the NUT’s 


general secretary, said: “The 
NUT has been warning that 92 
per cent of schools will be worse 
off in real terms by the end of this 
parliament if the government 
does not change its funding 
plans. Now we find that 83 per 
cent are already worse off.” 

School budgets had not been 
sufficiently topped up to cover 
the rising cost of inflation and in¬ 
creases to national insurance and 
teachers’ pension contributions, 


according to the NUT. The union 
said it had obtained the figures 
by analysing official data pub¬ 
lished by the Education Funding 
Agency. 

But the findings were dis¬ 
missed as speculative by the De¬ 
partment for Education. 

“This is irresponsible scare¬ 
mongering based on speculation. 
It’s unfair and confusing for par¬ 
ents, pupils and schools them¬ 
selves,” a spokesman said. 

“In reality the schools budget 
has been protected and in 2016-17 
totals more than £40 billion, the 
highest on record. 

“The government’s fairer fund¬ 
ing proposals will ensure that ar¬ 
eas with the highest need attract 
the most funding and end the his¬ 
toric unfairness in the system.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council has warned that some of 
the borough’s schools could be 
forced to close under the govern¬ 
ment’s forthcoming “fairer fund¬ 
ing” proposals. 

Town-hall chiefs say funding 
for local schools will be slashed 
and redistributed to other parts 
of the country. 


Police urged to do more 
over hit-and-run ‘epidemic’

HIT-AND-RUN run incidents on the streets of 
Hammersmith and Fulham shot up by almost 
half last year, new figures reveal. 

Official data showed that the number of col¬ 
lisions rose to their highest level for five years 
in 2015. 

A total of 120 hit-and-run crashes occurred 
in the borough - up by more than 40 per cent 
compared to 2014. 

The figures were obtained from Freedom of 
Information requests by the Green Party’s 
London Assembly Member Sian Berry. 

She described the surge in hit-and-run inci¬ 
dents as an “unacceptable epidemic”. 

Ms Berry said: “With drivers now failing 
to stop after a shocking one in five crashes, 
this is a real epidemic that needs real action 
from the police.” 

The figures for Hammersmith and Fulham 
showed an overall rise of 14 per cent in the 
number of hit-and-run collisions since 2011 

The statistics reflected a growing trend 
across London, with almost 5,000 incidents in 
the capital last year alone. 

Ms Berry’s data also revealed that drivers 
fled from one in five collisions in 2015 - a seven 
per cent rise since 2009. 

A total of 11 people were killed in hit-and- 
run crashes last year, while 287 suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

When asked recently about the number of 
prosecutions brought against hit-and-run 
drivers, London mayor Sadiq Khan said it was 
not possible to clarify a specific number due 
to “limitations” within the current systems 
used by the Metropolitan Police. 

But Ms Berry has called on police officers 
to do more to clamp down on dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

“Londoners are being killed and injured and 
yet we don’t even know whether hit-and-run 
drivers are being brought to justice,” she said. 

“Hit-and-runs are associated with other il¬ 
legal activities, such as drink-driving, speed¬ 
ing, being disqualified or having no insur¬ 
ance. 


“The mayor needs to ensure that the police 
enforce the rules of the road and people need 
to believe that if they run away from a crash 
they will face the consequences.” 

Ms Berry also said the Met’s systems for 
tracking hit-and-run prosecutions should be 
updated. 

She said: “The mayor has admitted current 


systems aren’t ade¬ 
quate to track prose¬ 
cutions and with a 
new police and 
crime plan being 
drafted, replacing 
unfit systems must 
be a priority. 

“We need to know 
how effective the po¬ 
lice currently are in 
dealing with these 
crimes and to be able 
to prioritise work to 
tackle it.” 

A spokesman for 
the Met said it would 
be able to publish de¬ 
tails of all fail-to-stop 
collisions from 2017 
following the imple¬ 
mentation of a new 
data-management system. 

The spokesman said: “The Roads and 
Transport Policing Command has a specific 
remit to reduce collisions and the number of 
people killed or seriously injured on London’s 
roads. All such incidents, including those that 
are hit-and-runs, are fully investigated with 
the utmost priority.”

Among the 28 new grants was funding for rooms 
for counselling domestic-violence survivors, a book 
created by collaboration between elderly people 
and schoolchildren, a family event to educate local 
people about air pollution and a joint Persian culture 
and Christmas celebration. 

Westway Trust has said that at least 10 per cent 
of any increase in income from rents will go towards 
further grants.

Among the organisations to have received grants 
is Abundance Arts, an African arts and culture char¬ 
ity that received a grant to fund its We Say So project 
which will bring together different generations from 
two other local groups. 

Also benefiting are The Pepper Pot Day Centre 
which serves elderly people in the African Caribbean 
community, and Pimento Community Project, a local 
supplementary school. Members of both groups will 
work with Abundance Arts to produce an illustrated 
book of short stories and sayings which will be 
printed and made available locally. 

Folasade Babarinde, of Abundance Arts, said:'"We 
Say So is not only an opportunity to bring different 
generations together but also gets participants to¬ 
gether to reflect on local diversity. Participants get 
to contribute their own creativity and improve their 
mental health and wellbeing through art." 

Woman's Trust provides counselling services for 
survivors of domestic violence and its grant will pay 
for the use of counselling rooms on Ladbroke Grove 
one day a week for an entire year. Woman's Trust 
has been providing free, women-only services in¬ 
cluding one-to-one counselling, workshops and sup¬ 
port groups since 1996. Woman's Trust delivers more 
than 1,000 hours of counselling per year in the Royal 
Borough of Kensington & Chelsea. 

Heidi Riedel, chief executive of Woman's Trust, 
said:"The toll of domestic violence is not just physical 
and for survivors the psychological scars can be long- 
lasting. There are often financial consequences to 
leaving abusive relationships so providing free ser¬ 
vices is vital to help women rebuild their life." 

Community Accountancy Self-Help, a long-estab¬ 
lished local charity helping other charities to plan 
their finances, is working with Rap23, a new local 
environmental group set up to tackle green issues 
locally. Its grant will support a public family event 
to educate, inform and engage local people about 
air pollution and what can be done to tackle it. 

Dayo Gilmour, of Rap23, said: "Rap23 is very 
pleased to be working with Westway Trust to make 
people aware of the devastating impact pollution 
from the Westway has on people's lives. One in 12 
of all deaths in Kensington and Chelsea is at¬ 
tributable to diesel emissions. We want to work with 
local communities to find ways of combating this 
health threat." 

The Persian Care Centre provides a forum for el¬ 
derly refugees who speak Farsi. They will use their 
grant to hold a joint Persian culture and Christmas 
celebration. There are many cultural similarities be¬ 
tween the Persian winter celebration Shabe Yalda 
and Christmas, including the decoration of ever¬ 
green trees. 

Roohy Shahin, project co-ordinator from Persian 
Care Centre, said: "In previous years the event has 
been a great success."

Peyton eatery 
Vas covered 
in mouse poo’ 



Youngsters learn how to 
insult - Shakespeare-style 


A RESTAURANT run by the 
BBC’s Great British Menu 
judge Oliver Peyton was cov¬ 
ered in mouse droppings 
where food was cooked, 
cleaned and prepared, a court 
heard. 

The cafe, at the trendy In¬ 
stitute of Contemporary Arts, 
run by Peyton & Byrne Ltd, 
faces eight charges of failing 
to comply with hygiene laws 
after the kitchens were fou¬ 
nd covered in mouse drop¬ 
pings. 

The company was set up by 
Irish restaurateur Peyton, one 
of three judges on the Great 
British Menu since the pro¬ 
gramme first came out in 
2006. 

According to documents 
presented to Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court, inspectors 
found mouse droppings in 
food storage containers hold¬ 
ing ready-to-eat food and on 
shelves when they examined 
the ICA’s cafe overlooking The 
Mall. 

A roll of paper towel used 
by food handlers to wipe their 
hands after washing was 
found to be chewed, with tiny 
bits of blue paper lying 
nearby. 

More mouse droppings 
were found on the window sill, 
above where food was pre¬ 
pared, and 10 more were spot¬ 
ted on the lid of an oven tray. 

A single dropping was also 
found on a tray where sand¬ 
wiches were placed before be¬ 
ing wrapped in cling film. 

Two more were spotted on 
the tray of a set of scales - and 
droppings were also found on 
the lids of hazelnut paste, 
sugar cubes, popping candies 
and chestnuts during the in¬ 
spection on September 9 last 
year. 

The company, which has 
since gone into administra¬ 
tion, was accused of failing to 
comply with “a provision of 
the EU Hygiene Regulations 
that was specified in column 
1 of Schedule 2 to the Food 
Safety and Hygiene (England) 
Regulations 2013”. 

In details of the charges it 
is alleged: “There were mouse 
droppings present on the floor 
in the food storage and 
kitchen areas. 

“Mouse droppings were 
found on the surface under 
where food wrapping foil was 
kept in the dry food store. 

“Approximately six mouse 
droppings were seen on the 
shelving where bottles of olive 
pomace blend, extra virgin 
olive oil and Hillfarm rape- 
seed oil were stored in the dry 
food store. 

“Approximately five mouse 
droppings were noted on the 
shelving unit that was located 
by the entrance door to the 


storeroom. The droppings be¬ 
came evident when the food 
storage containers on the shelf 
were removed 

“On the corridor between 
the kitchen and dry food store, 
there were approximately five 
mouse droppings on the floor 
behind the table where the 
vacuum packing machine for 
ready-to-eat food was kept. 

“Mouse droppings were 
seen on lower shelving where 
cleaning chemicals and dis¬ 
posable paper rolls were kept 
in the pot wash room. 

“Dirt and mouse droppings 
were noted on several plug 
sockets including a socket that 
was located directly behind 
the area where ready-to-eat 
food, such as boiled eggs, was 
being prepared in the kitch¬ 
en. 

“Mouse droppings and dirt 
were evident on the outer sur¬ 
face of a grease trap that was 
located in the pot wash room. 

“It was noted that two rolls 
of blue hand paper towel that 
were located underneath the 
sink in the wash-up room 
were gnawed by mice. There 
were also pieces of chewed 
blue paper on this shelf. 

“A chewed roll of blue paper 
hand towel was noted in one 
of the paper dispensers in the 
wash-up room. The blue paper 
was used by food handlers to 
wipe their hands after wash¬ 
ing. This poses a risk of re-con¬ 
taminating the hands and con¬ 
taminating food via hands. 

“Some tiles on the corridor 
wall located between the dry 
food store and kitchen were 
cracked and partially missing 
just above the floor. Any 
cracks and disrepair to the 
structure may also encourage 
harbourage of pests. 

“There were mouse drop¬ 
pings on the window sill and 
behind the food dehydrator lo¬ 
cated on the sill in the kitchen. 
The window sill is above the 
food preparation surface. 

“Approximately 10 mouse 
droppings were seen on the lid 
of an oven tray that was lo¬ 
cated on a table near the sand¬ 
wich sealer in the dry food 
store. 

“There was a mouse drop¬ 
ping on a tray where ready-to- 
eat sandwiches are kept prior 
to being wrapped with cling 
film. The tray was located by 
the sandwich sealer in the dry 
food store. 

“Two mouse droppings 
were noted on a tray of the 
food weighing scale and one 
dropping on the LED display 
of the scale. The scale was lo¬ 
cated in the dry food store. 

“Mouse droppings were ev¬ 
ident on the lids of several 
containers, containing ready- 
to-eat food such as hazelnut 
paste, sugar cubes, chestnuts 


and popping candies that were 
located in the dry food store. 
Mouse droppings were seen 
inside food storage containers 
containing ready-to-eat food 
located in the dry food store 

“A mouse dropping was 
seen on the surface of the 
sandwich sealer. 

“Mouse droppings were 
noted under the sandwich foil 
wrapping material that was lo¬ 
cated on the sandwich sealer 
in the basement kitchen.” 

Prosecuting for Westmin¬ 
ster City Council, Kirsty Pan¬ 
ton asked for an adjournment 
after the company was put 
into administration last 
month. 

District Judge Paul Gold¬ 
spring said: “I am going to ad¬ 
journ this because I want to 
know what the administrators 
themselves are saying. 

“Who are the administra¬ 
tors?” 

Ms Panton said: “Deloittes.” 

Judge Goldsmith said: “I 
will need a month, that will 
take us to the Christmas pe¬ 
riod. 

“I will set a date for January 
3 2017.”

Nearly half of city’s parents worried

Landlord fined over 
multiple occupancy 

A LANDLORD who pleaded guilty to 
charges of failing to apply for a House of 
Multiple Occupation licence, failing to main¬ 
tain fire alarms in good working order and 
allowing disrepair of a window was fined a 
total of £3,750 and ordered to pay £2,394 in 
costs when he appeared at Hammersmith 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Wendall Tsao, of Warwick Road, Kensing¬ 
ton, was prosecuted for charges relating to 
1 Kempsford Gardens, SW5. The court heard 
that council officers inspected the property 
on January 20 and found that the upper- 
floor flat was being used as a HMO which 
requires a licence. It had been divided into 
five separate units. The inspection con¬ 
firmed that five people were occupying four 
of the five dwellings. In addition, council 
officers found that the flat had not been 
maintained, therefore increasing the risk of 
injury. 

Archie Maddan, Tsao’s legal representa¬ 
tive, told the court that his client had made 
a genuine mistake. He said that the Council 
Tax Department classed the property as two 
floors so “you can see why a member of the 
public would take the view it doesn’t need 
licensing as the valuation letter takes it as 
two floors, which is why he believed it was 
just two floors”. 

Tsao was also ordered to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £120.

ROUGH sleepers in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham will 
have the chance to enjoy a 
Christmas meal this year 
thanks to the efforts of a Lon¬ 
don food charity. 

City Harvest is working 
with major retailers Marks 
& Spencer and Morrisons to 
deliver five tonnes of food 
every week to the capital’s 
hungriest people during the 
festive period. 

The Upper Room, a home¬ 
lessness charity based in 
Shepherd’s Bush, is among 
the organisations teaming 
up with City Harvest to 
make sure the most vulnera¬ 
ble are able to eat this 
Christmas. 

The fledgling charity has 
already donated almost 
£700,000 worth of food and is 
set to break the million- 
pound mark over the next 12 
months. 

It transports leftover but 
usable food from supermar¬ 
kets to thousands of London¬ 
ers going hungry each day. 

The charity also collects 
from restaurants, grocers, 
hotels, caterers and whole¬ 
salers before delivering food 
packages to organisations 
that work to feed the home¬ 
less, such as shelters, soup 
kitchens, veterans’ centres 
and drug and alcohol addic¬ 
tion services. 

Around 30 trays of food a 
week are being delivered to 
the Shepherd’s Bush initia¬ 
tive. Items include fresh 
fruit and vegetables, bread, 
juices, tinned and dried 
foods, ready meals, sauces 
and pastries. 

They also deliver paper 
cups and cutlery to help the 
charity dish up its grub. 

Laura Winningham, the 
charity’s chief executive, 
said: “Thousands of London¬ 
ers go hungry each day, yet 
safe, healthy and usable food 
is being disposed of as waste. 
We put surplus food to good 
use in a sustainable way. 

“The food we deliver helps 
organisations serve thou¬ 
sands of healthy meals each 
week and reduce their an¬ 
nual grocer bills, freeing up 
funds for use in other vital 


support services like medi¬ 
cal care and counselling.” 

According to the Govern¬ 
ment’s waste reduction advi¬ 
sory body, Wrap, the 
equivalent of two million 
turkeys, five million Christ¬ 
mas puddings and 74 million 
mince pies are thrown out 
each year. 

Meanwhile, there are 
record levels of demand at 
food banks and community 
programmes for the home¬ 
less. 

Ian Breen, director of the 
Acton Homeless Concern 
drop-in centre, said he ex¬ 


pected to see an increase in 
homeless visitors of up to 20 
per cent during December. 

“As the weather gets 
colder our numbers steadily 
go up,” he said. 

The Upper Room, which is 
based at St Saviour Wendell 
Park Church in Cobbold 
Road, dishes up an average 
of 26,000 meals and 6,000 
take-aways to homeless and 
disadvantaged people ever 
year. The centre provides 
evening meals five days a 
week, as well as free toi¬ 
letries, clothing and bed¬ 
ding.

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Suspended jail term for man 
who abused comedian Izzard

A MAN who abused cross¬ 
dressing comedian Eddie Iz¬ 
zard, calling him a “faking 
poofter”, was ordered to pay 
the stand-up £100 compensa¬ 
tion. 

Jamie Penny, 24, who also 
threatened to burgle the 54- 
year-old funnyman’s home, 
was given a 20-week sus¬ 
pended jail sentence. 

But as he left the dock at 
Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court, Penny shouted “Eddie 
Izzard is going to burn in 
hell”. 

In April this year Penny 
and a friend were walking 
past Mr Izzard as he emptied 
his car. Penny’s friend asked 
the comedian for a lift in his 
1958 VW Beetle. 

When Mr Izzard refused, 
Penny shouted: “We’re going 
to do your house, we know 
where you live. We’re going to 
come back to do your house.” 

A month later Penny saw 
Mr Izzard in the street near 
his home in Hugh Street, Pim¬ 
lico, and shouted: “Izzard, 
you’re a f**king poofter. 
You’re an idiot.” 

Penny was found guilty at 
Hammersmith Magistrates’ 
Court of two counts of using 
threatening or abusive words 
or behaviour to cause harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress 
against the comedian. 

At Westminster Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, Penny was sen¬ 
tenced to 20 weeks in prison, 
suspended for 12 months. 

Kate Shilton, prosecuting at 
Hammersmith, said: “Mr Iz¬ 
zard said he was thrown by 
the aggressive and violent be¬ 
haviour as he did not speak to 
Mr Penny, he only spoke to 
his (Penny’s) friend. 

“Mr Izzard admits he swore 
back and told him go away. As 


Mr Penny and his friend 
walked away, the defendant 
continued to shout threats 
and insults at him. 

“Mr Izzard did not wish to 
be intimidated by a man he 
described as homophobically 
abusing him. 

“The use of homophobic 
language used we say makes 
this a hate crime which delib¬ 
erately targeted a victim in 
the vicinity of his home.” 

In a victim impact state¬ 
ment read to the court, Mr Iz¬ 
zard said: “I would like to say 
that I do not scare easily and I 
refuse to be easily scared but 
this has made me very wary 


of who is on the street and 
who may be next to me. 

“As he threatened to burgle 
my house openly in the street 
I now have to make sure my 
house is very secure and that 
all the alarms are working 
perfectly at all times. 

“I would like to add that as 
a transgender man I do wear 
heels, dresses and make-up 
and I am sure this is what 
made Mr Penny so homopho¬ 
bic and aggressive towards 
me. This situation could have 
affected me in a number of 
other ways but I refuse to let 
myself be affected by this sad 
individual.” 


Penny, of Pimlico, also 
admitted one count of crim¬ 
inal damage having trashed 
the car of Michael 
Holleran, the dad of his ex- 
girlfriend Emma, on Octo¬ 
ber 26, and one charge of 
harassment by calling her 
54 times, as well as sending 
threatening texts to her on 
October 24 over a dispute 
about who would look after 
a dog they had bought be¬ 
fore their break-up. 

Chairman of the bench 
Jeffery Manton put a re¬ 
straining order in place 
banning Penny from con¬ 
tacting Mr Izzard indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Mr Manton said: “The 
verbal abuse was unpro¬ 
voked and involved threat¬ 
ening to break into his 
home. 


“You used homophobic 
language deliberately to 
cause distress. Mr Izzard 
stated he doesn’t scare eas¬ 
ily but this has made him 
very aware of who is 
around him. 

“This caused him anxi¬ 
ety and distress. There are 
so many aggravating fea¬ 
tures, potential for escala¬ 
tion, it was targeted on a 
person in the vicinity of his 
home and had an impact on 
him.” 

Penny was fined £80 for 
damage to a cell when he 
scratched his name into the 
door but this was cleared 
by magistrates due to him 
spending the day at court. 

He was ordered to pay 
£500 costs and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £115. 


Work starts on 
330m tunnel 
under Thames 

ENGINEERS are starting work on 
National Grid Gas Distribution's 
biggest civil engineering 
project - a 330m-long tunnel 
under the RiverThames. 

A critical part of National 
Grid's vital work to future-proof 
London's gas infrastructure for 
the 21 st century, the project 
involves three of London's most 
famous locations: the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea, Battersea Park 
and the RiverThames. 

Engineers are preparing to 
sink a 30m-deep shaft at each of 
the land locations ahead of 
digging the tunnel using a 
micro tunnel boring machine, 
which will be remotely operated 
from above ground. 

Getting to this stage has 
been a Herculean effort for the 
project team who have liaised 
with 15 organisations and 
secured almost 20 permissions 
before getting the green light. 

The team have also been 
working closely with Thames 
Tideway regarding their nearby 
Chelsea Foreshore works, to 
ensure both projects can 
proceed together harmoniously. 

Major events at the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea, most notably 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show and 
arts fair Masterpiece, have also 
had to be factored into the 
project timetable. 

The first shaft, which will 
have a diameter of 7.5m, will be 
sunk in the grounds of the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea between 
January and March. 

The site will then be cleared 
to avoid any disruption to the 
events over the summer. 

Work will then shift to 
Battersea Park where the 
second shaft - with a diameter 
of 6m - will be sunk between 
April and August. 

Tunnelling will start after the 
shafts have been completed 
and should be finished in 2018 
after which the new 
intermediate pressure gas pipe 
will be installed. 

Project manager Andrew 
Hejdner said:"This is National 
Grid Gas Distribution's flagship 
civil engineering project for the 
2013 to 2021 regulatory period. 

"We're looking forward to 
getting started on the 
construction which has taken 
almost 12 months of planning. 

"Designing a tunnel 330m 
long that runs 30m under the 
RiverThames is fairly 
straightforward in tunnelling 
terms. 

"However, to secure so many 
permissions and factor in 
Thames Tideway's works in such 
a short space of time is an 
impressive undertaking. 

"Our project team have done 
a fantastic job in designing the 
river crossing and securing the 
necessary permissions." 

Engineering manager Stuart 
Donaldson, who will oversee 
construction of the project, said: 
"This is quite a bit different from 
the average gas-mains 
replacement scheme. 

"However, the purpose of this 
project is the same - keeping 
people connected to safe and 
reliable gas supplies for cooking 
and heating. 

"The project is going to leave 
a great legacy and help London 
maintain its status as a leading 
21st-century city." 

The project will be delivered 
by National Grid Gas 
Distribution's strategic partner 
tRNO, which also includes 
contractors Mott Macdonald 
and Skanska.The tunnel forms 
part of National Grid's £1 billion 
investment in replacing ageing 
gas mains across the capital.

King's College London Students Union sent an email to 
students vowing to "combat the male-dominated 
landscape" of the BBC Two quiz show. 

Instead of including students based purely on merit, 
student executives are going out of their way to find non¬ 
binary students to compete, because blokes keep acing the 
preliminary tests. 

The email encouraging students to try out for the team 
read:"In order to combat the male-dominated landscape of 
the show, KCLSU has committed to entering a team which is 
at least 50 per cent made up of self-defining women, trans 
or non-binary students." 

Jasmin Coggins, 23, studying global health at King's, said: 
"We should make the teams more representative without 
forcing equality." 

Speaking to student newspaper The Tab, she said: "We 
should encourage more women to try out for the team, 
which would be easier if it wasn't seen as a male-dominated 
competition." 

Facebook user John Roberson said that the move is sexist 
and misandrist. 

King's College London Students Union did not respond to 
requests for a comment.

Mayor endorses newspaper campaign to break down barriers 


L ondon Mayor Sadiq Khan 
pledged to help break 
down the stigma of men¬ 
tal illness as he signed up 
to support the London 
Weekly News and South 
London Press Change Is Possible 
campaign. 

In a major boost to the appeal, 
the Mayor gave a ringing endorse¬ 
ment to our efforts to raise aware¬ 
ness about mental health problems 
and improve access to vital ser¬ 
vices. 

He praised the newspapers for 
“opening the conversation” around 
mental health and helping to 
“break down barriers” that pre¬ 
vent many people from seeking 
support. 

As the capital’s political figure¬ 
head, the Mayor is the most high- 
profile individual to publically 
back the appeal. 

He joins a string of local MPs 
who have also signed up to the 
campaign and are now working 
hard to make a difference in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Pledging to use his influence to 
fight for improved services, Mr 
Khan said it was crucial for Lon¬ 
doners’ mental and physical health 
to be viewed as equally important. 

“We all know someone who has 
suffered from mental ill health - 
family, friends or work col¬ 
leagues,” he said. 

“The statistics show that one in 
every four Londoners will suffer a 
mental health problem during 
their lives, yet there is still a 
stigma attached and within our 
health services, mental health is 
still seen as secondary to physical 
health. That needs to change.” 

The Mayor, who took over at the 
helm of City Hall following his 
election victory in May, has 
pledged to campaign for “greater 
support” for mental health ser¬ 
vices and to “break down the 
stigma of mental illness”. 

He said he would also encourage 
all 32 of London’s local councils to 
work with health services, the Met 
Police, Transport for London and 
voluntary sector organisations to 
collaborate on programmes to help 
the most vulnerable in times of cri¬ 
sis. 

The London Weekly News and its 
sister title South London Press 
have been working with Lambeth 
and Southwark Mind since Octo¬ 
ber to put mental health in the 
spotlight. 

In a series of interviews and in¬ 
vestigations, the Change Is Possible 
campaign has endeavoured to ban¬

ish the misconceptions around 
mental illness and expose the frail¬ 
ties in the current system. 

But this newspaper has also 
sought to highlight the ground¬ 
breaking behind-the-scenes work 
that many Londoners are doing to 
improve care and support for thou¬ 
sands of people living with mental 
health problems. 

In the first few weeks alone, our 
appeal has examined issues of race 
and gender inequality in mental 


health, while taking an in-depth 
look at eating disorders, suicide 
and psychosis treatment. 

Praising the campaign’s success 
so far, former Tooting MP Mr Khan 
added: “It is great to see the re¬ 
sponse the Change Is Possible ap¬ 
peal has had in opening the 
conversation around mental health 
and breaking down barriers, en¬ 
abling those most in need to seek 
help.” 

The Mayor’s election-winning 


manifesto included pledges to im¬ 
prove the availability of informa¬ 
tion and support for people 
suffering from mental illness, par¬ 
ticularly young men, black and 
ethnic minority people and mem¬ 
bers of the LGBT community. 

He has also promised that he 
would co-ordinate efforts to reduce 
the number of Londoners who take 
their own lives, while expressing 
support for Mental Health Aware¬ 
ness Week.

This was our fundamental aim when we originally 
launched the campaign: to provide a platform for 
lively, insightful discussions on mental health where 
all perspectives, from the authoritative to the 
seldom heard, are given equal weight. 

In a climate where enduring stigmas still prevent 
so many from opening up about the distress they 
suffer, we believe it is critically important that 
everybody whose life has been touched by a mental 
health condition is provided with such 
opportunities to speak up about their experiences. 

I would therefore like to offer my sincere thanks 
to everyone who has engaged with Change is 
Possible thus far - either as a donor, a supporter, a 
contributor, or simply as somebody who has been 
empowered to discuss the issues it has touched 
upon with friends or relatives. 

My hope is that we can keep this momentum 
going over the months to come and ensure that the 
campaign leaves a positive, lasting legacy once it 
draws to a close - not just for Lambeth and 
Southwark Mind, but for the vulnerable members of 
our community to whom it has given a voice.

WE'RE MAKING A DIFFERENCE... BUTTHERE'S MORE TO DO TO TACKLE STIGMA ABOUT MENTAL HEALTH 


The London Weekly News and South 
London Press is making great strides to 
tackle the stigma around mental 
health. But there is still a huge amount 
more to be done. These recent surveys 
reveal how we all have an important 
role to play in building a better society 
for people with mental health 
problems. 

1 Lying about emotions creates 
'illusion of support' - Mental 
Health Foundation 

The average Briton says 'I'm fine' 14 
times a day - but only means it 20 per 
cent of the time. 

A third of the 2,000 people polled 
admitted that they often lie about how 


they are feeling, while one in 10 went 
as far as to say they always lie about 
their emotional state. 

More than half of respondents said 
they also expected to be lied to when 
they asked others about how they were 
feeling. 

Men are more likely than women to 
be dishonest about their emotions, 
with 22 per cent admitting that they 
always lie about how they feel, 
according to research. 

Jenny Edwards, chief executive of the 
Mental Health Foundation, said many 
people were "sticking to a script" when 
they talked about their feelings and 
that this could create an "illusion of 
support". 


2 'Postcode lottery' restricts access 
to mental health support - 
Unison 

More than four out of five mental 
health workers believe a "postcode 
lottery" exists in the level of care that 
patients receive. 

In certain parts of the country, people 
suffering with severe conditions such 
as chronic anxiety and schizophrenia 
were unable to access support until 
they reached crisis point. 

The findings were based on a survey of 
therapists, nurses and social workers 
employed by mental health care 
services and local councils. 

A total of 85 per cent of professionals 
surveyed said they had experienced 


cutbacks, while almost nine in 10 
reported an increased workload. 
Christina McAnea, Unison's health 
spokeswoman, said:"No one should 
have to wait weeks to get the support 
they need and staff should not be 
placed under such pressure that they 
risk using mental health services 
themselves." 

3 Watchdog 'deeply concerned' by 
lack of improvement in 
community care - Care Quality 
Commission 

People's experience of receiving 
community care for a wide range of 
mental health problems has not 
improved in the last 12 months. 


Of 13,000 people surveyed by the CQC, 
one in three rated their overall 
experience of care as poor. 

A similar number said they did not 
know who to contact in the event of a 
crisis outside of office hours, while 
around a quarter felt they did not get 
the help they needed during a mental 
health crisis. 

The survey pooled information from 58 
mental health service providers across 
England, including specialist clinics and 
those who visit patients in their own 
homes. 

Dr Paul Lelliott, the deputy chief 
inspector of hospitals, said he was 
"deeply concerned" by the lack of 
improvement in care. 
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Big reflections on Her Majesty’s 
birthday are all set to feature in 


EW prizes will be given for guess¬ 
ing the theme of the Queen’s 
Christmas Message this year - un¬ 
less Her Majesty pulls a surprise on 
us all. When the most famous 
woman on the planet spends a year during 
which Happy Birthday to You was sung what 
must have seemed to her like many more than 
90 times, it will not be hard to think of a sub¬ 
ject on which to reflect, writes Geoff Baker. 

But although it is anticipated that the most- 


watched television programme at Christmas 
will include much footage from The Mall of 
the massive picnic which was The Patron’s 
Lunch and the birthday pageant at Windsor 
that also celebrated the Queen’s love of 
horses, Her Majesty sometimes likes to in¬ 
clude a revealing glimpse of royal life or a 
subtle comment in her message, not least as 
she cannily knows that these are what make 
the headlines. 

In 1984, the message included footage of the 


christening of Prince Harry, in 1971 Prince 
Andrew and Prince Edward co-starred, look¬ 
ing through a family photo album, last year 
her great-granddaughter Princess Charlotte 
was name-checked and of course in 1992 Her 
Majesty gave us a new phrase, annus horri- 
bilis, as she expressed her unhappiness at the 
year’s goings-on. 

Will Princess Charlotte co-star this year, 
sitting on great-granny’s lap in a recreation of 
Annie Leibovitz’s photograph to mark Her 
Majesty’s 90th, when the Queen was sur¬ 
rounded by her five great-grandchildren and 
two youngest grandchildren? 

Or might Her Majesty surprise us all even 
more by taking the Christmas message back 
to its roots with an introduction not by 
footage of pageantry and royal events but 
with a commentary by a commoner? 

In the early days of the radio broadcast 80 
years ago, it wasn’t the King that the nation 
and Commonwealth first heard - it was the 
voice of an old Cotswolds shepherd talking 
about his mother’s plum pudding. 

In what would be the equivalent these days 
of having Joe Grundy from The Archers intro¬ 
ducing the Queen, the BBC hit on the idea of 
having a 64-year-old sheep farmer introduce 
King George V for the radio broadcast which 
had been created two years earlier to inaugu¬ 
rate the Empire Service, now the BBC World 
Service. 

Although Rudyard Kipling wrote the inau¬ 
gural speech for him, the King had initially 
been hesitant about demonstrating the new 
technology which would enable his unknown 
voice to be heard for the first time in Aus¬ 
tralia, Canada, India, Kenya and South Africa. 

But no such wariness affected “The 
Cotswold Shepherd”, Walton Handy, when he 
was chosen to introduce the King for the 1934 
broadcast. 

As the empire tuned in expecting to hear 
the King from his home at Sandringham, in¬ 
stead they heard Handy talking in a broad 
Warwickshire accent from his home village of 
Ilmington. 

Instead of the King reflecting on the year 
past, Walton began: “Where I stand used to be 
the old tithe barn, where my grandad and 
great-grandad used to thresh the corn. I was 
born 200 yards from here, and I a’been a shep¬ 
herd all my life. 

“My dad worked for ten shillings a week 
and brought up 11 of us. I’m the only one left 
in the village and I’ve a brother in New 
Zealand and if by chance he’s listening to I 
today, I wish he’d write to I, for I hadn’t heard 
from him for many years. Perhaps he might 
like the old verse our dad used to say to me: 

‘Do your best for one another 

Make a life of pleasant ease, 

Help a worn and weary brother, 

Pulling hard against the strain. ’ 

“We used to have some merry Christmases 
in those days. Our Christmas pudding was a 
suet roll in which our mother used to push 
the plums in, and Christmas was a great time 
for the old mummers and also for the dancers. 
My wife’s dad used to play the old tabor and 
pipe. I could tell ye much more about our ould 
Christmas customs but my time is up, so 
goodbye and a merry Christmas from an old 
shepherd - in the name of Ilmington, a merry 
Christmas to you all and in the name of the 
empire, God bless our gracious King.” 

Only then did the King’s voice begin, with a 
festive greeting in which he spoke of the 
British Empire as being “bound to me and to 
one another by a spirit of one great family” 
and of how he and Queen Mary were moved 
by the way “this spirt was manifested” at the 
marriage that year of his son, the Duke of 
Kent and Princess Marina. 

He said, in reference to the ongoing eco¬ 


nomic and international political crises of the 
decade, that he wished this spirit within the 
Empire would deepen and widen in response 
to a restless world, adding: “The clouds are 
lifting but we have still our own anxieties to 
meet. I am convinced that if we meet them in 
the spirit of one family we shall overcome 
them.” 

He also referred to the importance of the 
emerging dominions within the Empire, as¬ 
serting: “Through them the family has be¬ 
come a commonwealth of free nations, and 
they have carried into their homes the memo¬ 
ries and traditions of the Mother Country.” 

The King also addressed the growing de¬ 
mands for Indian independence by assuring 
the people of British India “of my constant 
care, and I desire that they will all fully re¬ 
alise and value their own place in the unity of 
the one family.” 

With no lack of respect intended to His 
Majesty, the speech was dry stuff after 
Handy’s chirpy yokel intro. Although Handy 
became something of a celebrity - he was of¬ 
fered a four-week turn in music hall at the 
London Palladium - the BBC then dropped 
the idea of the monarch needing much intro¬ 
duction. 

But that’s no reason for not bringing the 
stunt back, especially for a Queen who this 
year displayed what commentators called her 
sassiness with her amusing message to the 
Obamas to promote Prince Harry’s Invictus 
Games. 

Should the royal Christmas message now 
be modernised? Given that Her Majesty a 
while ago revealed her sense of humour with 
the James Bond skit with Daniel Craig, ought 
a bit of festive fun be injected? 

For instance, instead of delivering the 
speech alongside a family photo of the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge, as she did last 
year, perhaps the squawking rubber chicken 
that Prince Harry once gave her as a Christ¬ 
mas present could be arranged in the back¬ 
ground? 

But probably not. For although most of the 
viewers who watch the Queen’s address are 
half-cut at the time, ever since her father King 
George VI bravely defied a persecuting stam¬ 
mer to deliver his first speech in 1937 the 
speech has been a sober occasion. 

Perhaps never more so than in 1939 when 
the King took to the airwaves from Sandring¬ 
ham to reassure his people in a world at war. 
He dressed in the uniform of Admiral of the 
Fleet and gave a landmark speech which was 
to rally the morale of a frightened nation and 
inspire them to hold fast: “The festival which 
we know as Christmas is above all a festival 
of peace and of the home. Among all free peo¬ 
ples the love of peace is profound, for this 
alone gives security to the home. 

“But true peace is in the hearts of men, and 
it is the tragedy of this time that there are 
powerful countries whose whole direction and 
policy are based on aggression and on the sup¬ 
pression of all that we hold dear for mankind. 
It is this that has stirred our peoples and 
given them a unity unknown in any previous 
war. We feel in our hearts that we are fighting 
against wickedness, and this conviction will 
give us strength from day to day to persevere 
until victory is assured.” 

Near the end of the nine-minute broadcast, 
he said: “A new year is at hand. We cannot tell 
what it will bring. If it brings peace, how 
thankful we shall all be. If it brings us contin¬ 
ued struggle, we shall remain undaunted.” 

The King ended his speech by quoting a 
poem given to him by the then 13-year-old 
Princess Elizabeth, which contained the lines: 
“I said to the man who stood at the gate of the 
year ‘Give me a light that I may tread safely 
into the unknown’.”

The words were to be the Queen’s first con¬ 
tribution to a royal Christmas Message and 
they set the tone for her purpose in all of the 
Christmas broadcasts she has made as 
monarch since 1952. 

So let’s expect no surprises, as the royal 
way at Christmas is to keep it simple and tra¬ 
ditional - and when it comes to celebrating 
the season the royals insist on sticking to cus¬ 
tom. 

And this is the Windsor way: 

# Keep it in the family. Only royals are in¬ 
vited when the family gathers on Christmas 
Eve. Guests can be invited on Boxing Day. 

# All the family are expected to assemble at 
4pm on Christmas Eve for the children to add 
decorations for the final dressing of a 20ft 
tree, an institution invented by Queen Victo¬ 
ria. Men are expected to wear lounge suits 
and women wear dresses. 

• Dressing the tree is followed by tea. The 
Royal Family prefer Earl Grey with a variety 
of dishes including cucumber sandwiches 
with the crusts cut off, jam sandwiches (one of 
the Queen’s favourites), scones the size of a 
50p piece, ginger cake and, another of Her 
Majesty’s favourites, McVities chocolate bis¬ 
cuit cake - made with 8oz of Rich Tea biscuits 
and 12oz of dark chocolate. 

• After tea, the presents are opened. The 
Royal Family always open their presents on 
Christmas Eve and the rule for gift-giving is 
that they should be cheap and preferably silly. 
Prince Harry was once given a Grow Your 
Own Girlfriend Kit, Prince Charles is said to 
have especially liked Princess Anne’s gift of a 
padded leather toilet seat and the Queen was 
much amused to have been given on one occa¬ 
sion a kitchen apron and on another, that toy 
rubber chicken which squawked. 

• After presents, champagne or martinis are 
served - with the Queen preferring The Zaza 
cocktail of Dubonnet and gin, one part Dubon¬ 
net to one part gin, poured over ice and 
served with a twist of lemon peel. 

# After cocktails, everyone goes to their 
rooms to prepare for dinner, which is served 
at 8pm and by candlelight. Men are expected 
to wear black tie and the women their finest 
gowns and best jewels, complete with tiaras. 

• On Christmas Day all the members of the 
Royal Family wake to find a stocking at the 
end of their bed, filled with small gifts. 

# Christmas Day breakfast can include eggs 


(the Queen believes that brown ones taste 
best) and sausages. Her Majesty enjoys 
sausages and gets hers from Musk’s of New¬ 
market, who make their 75 per cent pork 
bangers to a 120-year-old recipe. Kippers too 
are on the breakfast menu, the royals’ smoked 
fish coming from Fortune of Whitby. Toast is 
served with Frank Cooper’s Oxford mar¬ 
malade. 

• After breakfast, church. The Royal Family 
insist on all attending a traditional service for 
prayer and carol singing. 

• Christmas lunch is served at 1pm and is al¬ 
ways a roasted Norfolk turkey with roast 
potatoes. Accompaniments include Brussels 
sprouts served with fresh, roasted chestnuts. 
Christmas pudding with brandy sauce follows 
and those who wish to then serve the royals’ 
favourite Double Gloucester cheese can get it 
from Charles Martell & Sons of Hunts Court, 
Gloucestershire. 

• Crackers are always pulled at the Christ¬ 
mas lunch and everyone with the exception of 
the Queen wears a paper crown. Her 
Majesty’s bespoke crackers are made by Cele¬ 
bration Crackers of Dorset. 

• All proceedings stop at 3pm when the fam¬ 
ily gathers around the television to watch the 
Queen’s Christmas Message. 

• Depending on the weather, Christmas after¬ 
noon pursuits can vary from a brisk dog walk 
to completing a jigsaw puzzle (one of the 
Queen’s favourite festive pastimes) or cha¬ 
rades, at which Her Majesty is said to be a 
champion as she is an excellent mimic. 

• In the evening, champagne and cocktails 
are served again and it should be noted that 
the Queen no longer serves caviar nor foie 
gras as canapes, due to conservation and ani¬ 
mal-welfare concerns. 

• Black-tie Christmas dinner is served at 
8.15pm. Dishes may include Oeufs Drumkilbo, 
a shrimp cocktail made with fresh mayon¬ 
naise, tabasco and anchovy pate of which the 
Queen and Prince Charles are fond (the royal 
potted shrimps come from James Baxter & 

Son of Morecambe, Lancashire), mushrooms a 
la creme, and beef from the royal Aberdeen¬ 
shire butchers HM Sheridan of Ballater and 
Donald Russell of Inverurie. 

• At the end of the meal, the women retire to 
an ante room as the men serve port and 
brandy. And thence to bed - although none of 
the grown-ups may go up before the Queen.

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Capital nights 
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HETHER we’re en¬ 
raptured by gritty 
Danish dramas or 
addicted to Netflix 
whodunits, murder 
is the flavour of the month. Televi¬ 
sion has become the natural home of 
the “killer thriller”, with producers 
scrapping to break the next big 
crime series. 

In the last year alone, audiences 
have entangled themselves in mur¬ 
der plots of every description - from 
the critically acclaimed BBC series 
The Fall and One Of Us to the US 
family-feud-turned-cover-up story 
Bloodline, it has been a sensational 
12 months for the genre. 

But alongside the traditional fic¬ 
tion format, a new breed of thriller 
has emerged - all the more grue¬ 
some for its ties to real-life events. 

The true-crime documentary has 
been our television obsession of 2016, 
headlined by the 10-part Netflix sen¬ 
sation Making A Murderer, which 
recounted the murder trial and con¬ 
viction of Wisconsin man Steven 
Avery. 

Creepy and compelling in equal 
measure, the series brought to light 
the inadequacies of the American 
criminal justice system and raised 
questions over key evidence in the 
Avery case. 

But the filmmakers, Laura Riccia- 
rdi and Moira Demos, were also ac¬ 
cused of the same trick - twisting 
the material to portray Avery as the 
innocent victim of an establishment 
fix. 

The style is ripe for satire. And 
less than a year after Making A 
Murderer reached our screens, two 
West London screenwriters have 
lampooned the series for a new BBC 
spoof. 

“We love the true-crime documen¬ 
tary genre, it’s ridiculously enter¬ 
taining - but that’s what we found 
so fascinating,” say Andy Kinnear

Fulcher, best known for playing 
the madcap zoo owner Bob Fossil in 
The Mighty Boosh, stars alongside 
Nick Mohammed, Lolly Adefope, 
Shaun Williamson and Maggie 
O’Neill as Spinelli assembles the fab¬ 
ricated plot. 


“It’s brilliant and silly and 
is a way of comedically reflecting 
the shows everyone is talking 
about,” says Ash Atalla, from pro¬ 
duction company Roughcut TV, 
which has enjoyed success on BBC 
Three 

with People Just Do Nothing and 
Cuckoo. 

Typically bonkers throughout, 
Fulcher is the perfect fit for the 
quack Spinetti. “True-crime docu¬ 
mentary requires just three things - 
the truth, a crime and a documen¬ 


tary,” he proudly professes. “I bring 
at least two of these.” 

Kinnear and McGillicuddy, who 
live and work in and around Maida 
Vale, were also inspired by the true- 
crime podcast Serial and HBO docu¬ 
mentary The Jinx in the penning of 
Sexy Murder. 

And it’s not their first venture 
with Roughcut, having worked with 
them to write, edit and direct last 
year’s police spoof Top Coppers. 

In their latest project, the pair cri¬ 
tique the genre in an affectionately

LONDON’S police force has 
created a hard-hitting man¬ 
nequin challenge, to raise 
awareness of the dangers of 
drink driving. 

In the last few months, col¬ 
leagues, artists, athletes and 
politicians have attempted 
their own mannequin chal¬ 
lenges, standing like statues in 
videos to depict various 
scenes. 

First Lady Michelle Obama, 
Beyonce, Nicole Scherzinger 
and the Aston Villa football 
squad are just some of the 
celebs to take party in the 
viral internet trend. 

But two Met Police consta¬ 
bles had the smart idea of cre¬ 
ating their own video, to 
highlight the consequences of 
driving while under the influ¬ 
ence of booze or drugs. 

The one-minute clip shows 
the harrowing aftermath of a 
drink driving accident. 

The fictional driver had 
been partying the night before 
and had not realised alcohol 
would still be in his blood¬ 
stream the next day. 

A young man, who had been 
hit by a car, lay on the ground, 
receiving CPR. 


Meanwhile, police officers 
were seen breathalysing a 
driver, wearing a festive 
Christmas jumper, while an¬ 
other passenger was ques¬ 
tioned. 

Commander Neil Jerome, 


from the Met’s Territorial 
Policing Command, said: “Our 
mannequin challenge is sim¬ 
ple, but hard-hitting and illus¬ 
trates the consequences of 
driving when intoxicated. 

“Anyone who drives a vehi¬ 


cle when they are over the 
prescribed limit of drink 
and/or drugs, legal or ille¬ 
gal, is not only breaking the 
law but poses an unaccept¬ 
able risk to themselves, 


A FRAUDSTER planted 
skimming devices on ticket 
machines to steal personal 
data from credit cards used 
on the London Under¬ 
ground. 

Alin-Cristi Lazar was 
caught putting the devices 
on the ticket machines 
around three stations on 
the tube network. 

Police spotted the 20-year- 
old on CCTV attaching the 
scam devices and were able 
to identify him from the 
footage. 

Station staff at Glouces¬ 
ter Road Underground were 
alerted to the presence of a 
skimming device on a ticket 
machine on April 11 this 
year. It is a device used to 
fraudulently capture data 
from a debit or credit card 
so that personal details and 
finances can be exploited. 

The following month on 
May 3, another device was 
uncovered at Notting Hill 
Gate Underground, then the 
week following a third was 


their passengers and other 
road users.” 

Any amount of alcohol or 
drugs in a person’s blood 
system can affect their abil¬ 
ity to drive. 

And over-the-counter 
medicines, as well as illegal 
drugs, can also impact how 
you drive. 

Drivers can be breathal¬ 
ysed whenever they are in¬ 
volved in a collision, a 
moving traffic offence or it 
is suspected they have been 
drinking or taking drugs. 

Commander Jerome said: 
“If you are caught under 
the influence you face very 
serious penalties which 
may include a mandatory 
12-month ban, points on 
your licence and even time 
in jail. You may also lose 
your job and loss of your in¬ 
dependence. 

“The Met is taking posi¬ 
tive action during this cam¬ 
paign and at all times, to 
catch those who break the 
law in this way and bring 
offenders to justice. 

“We will be proactively 
patrolling to stop, arrest 
and convict those found to 
be over the prescribed 
limit.”

Post Office plan 
‘poses threat to 
the high street’ 

PLANS to move the Crown 
post office in Shepherd's Bush 
pose a "real threat" to the 
future of the high street, a 
councillor has claimed. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council's economy chief 
warned that the proposals 
risked the long-term success of 
town centre trade, writes Jack 
Dixon. 

The Post Office is planning 
to close its outlet in Shepherd's 
Bush Green and open a new 
service within the WH Smith 
store at Westfield shopping 
centre. 

Its current home on the 
Green is due to be 
redeveloped but the move 
also fits in with the Post 
Office's "modernisation" 
programme. 

Critics say the office should 
reopen at the W12 Centre, 
rather than Westfield, because 
of accessibility issues. 

And town hall bosses are 
now warning that the switch 
could also damage high street 
business. 

Councillor Andrew Jones, 
the local authority's cabinet 
member for economic 
development and 
regeneration, said: "Moving 
the post office into Westfield is 
a real threat to the long-term 
economic success of 
Shepherd's Bush town centre. 

"But relocating it to the W12 
Centre would make much 
more sense and would ensure 
the centre continues to thrive 
as it looks for new tenants." 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter has expressed 
concern about the impact of 
the post office move on town 
centre trade. 

It follows the recent 
announcements that 
Morrisons and HSBC are 
planning to close branches in 
Shepherd's Bush. 

Members of the 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
Historic Buildings Group have 
also voiced their anger about 
the move. 

The group's vice¬ 
chairwoman Annabel Clarke, 
said: "Having a post office 
located in the rear of the WH 
Smith in Westfield is not an 
option for the elderly, partially- 
sighted and those with 
mobility problems. 

"There must be a better 
solution and we agree that the 
post office should relocate to 
the W12 Centre." 

Proposals for the new outlet 
include five counters - four 
open-plan and one traditional 
screen. 

A Post Office spokeswoman 
said a branch within WH Smith 
would be "more cost-effective", 
enabling local services to be 
safeguarded for the future. 

She added: "We have a key 
policy to keep the number of 
branches in our network at 
around the same number and 
to do so we must make sure 
that as many as possible are 
profitable. 

"Relocating the Shepherd's 
Bush branch would lower our 
costs without reducing any 
services for our customers." 

A six-week consultation on 
the proposals comes to an end 
on Saturday December 10. The 
Post Office will hold a 
customer forum event at 
Shepherd's Bush Library on 
Friday December 9 between 
1.30pm and 4.30pm.

I'll leave food 
campaigning 
to others 


R ICK Stein's latest foodie 
mission, Long Weekends, is 
all about enjoying life's sim¬ 
pler pleasures. 

"It's what we do really," quips the 
69-year-old seafood maestro, who 
over the years has cooked for a 
host of famous faces, including the 
Queen. 

"I'll leave campaigning cookery 
to other people - people like Jamie 
Oliver and Hugh Fearnley-Whit- 
tingstall who do a fabulous job. 

“For me, it's about saying, 'Hey! 
We're alive', and what's the best 
part of being alive? Eating and 
drinking... apart from the obvi¬ 
ous," he adds with a chuckle, "so 
let's enjoy it while we can!" 

For those who haven't caught 
Stein's BBC Two food-travelogue 
series, picture a colourful culi¬ 
nary adventure that follows the 
chef as he embarks on a string of 
European weekends, in search of 
good food, wine and traditional 
recipes. 

Meeting at the office of his Lon¬ 
don publishers, Stein - who 
splashed onto the foodie scene in 
the Nineties, with his early 
seafood cookbooks and TV series 
based on his life as owner of The 
Seafood Restaurant in the fishing 
port of Padstow, Cornwall - cuts a 
relaxed figure, excitedly reeling 
off vivid anecdotes of Palermo's 
bustling markets and late-night 
dining in Thessaloniki, Greece. 

"It's great fun. Crikey - I’m paid 
to go off to these cities. For most 
people who work during the week, 
having a weekend off is wonderful 
anyway. But if you add a bit of 
travel, it makes it so special." 

For a man who has now written 
more than 20 bestselling cook¬ 
books, and incurs coos of 'I love 
him!' at the mere mention of his 
name, the decision to pen a tie-in 
book for this latest series was a no- 
brainer. 

There are sections dedicated to 
Friday night suppers, substantial 
Saturday 
brunches and 
Sunday dinners, 
and the tome is 
intended to in¬ 
spire in two ways 
- as a travel guide 
for the destina¬ 
tions visited while 
compiling the 
recipes, and as a 
go-to guide for 
those keen to cook 
for family and 
friends at home. 

"If you're cooking 


for your family during the week, 
you tend to stick to things you 
know because you haven't got 
time. But at the weekends, you 
might well try something - and 
this is what this book is all about, 
really." 

And the Oxford-born restaura¬ 
teur (he moved to Padstow in the 
early-Seventies, shortly after com¬ 
pleting his English degree at Ox¬ 
ford) certainly knows a thing or 
two about rousing enthusiasm in 
the kitchen, after decades of small- 
screen appearances on the subject, 
and having built an empire that 
includes six acclaimed Cornish 
restaurants, a seafood cookery 
school, delicatessen, patisserie, 
fishmongers, gift ship, pub and 
cocktail bar. 

As a result, Padstow residents 
once dubbed their area 'Padstein', 
but in recent years, Stein has also 
expanded, and now has restau¬ 
rants in Winchester, Poole's Sand¬ 
banks, Marlborough - and the 
sunnier climes of Mollymook, 
Australia. 

"People say, 'It's crazy, your life', 
but it's not really," he says, after 
detailing how he splits his time be¬ 
tween Chiswick (where he now 
lives most of the time), Padstow 
(where he still spends lots of time) 
and Australia (where he visits 
three times a year - and also where 
he first met his second wife, 
Sarah). 

"I like travel, I don't find it stress¬ 
ful." 

As for plans to open more eater¬ 
ies, he's not sold on the idea of a 
chain, but likes to focus on offer¬ 
ing opportunities to people with 
"considerable skill", as he takes a 
step back from the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of the business. 

"I'm 69 - I couldn't do what my 
chefs do now, I just wouldn't have 
the energy," says the father-of- 
three, who turns 70 in January. 

"I'm lucky. Because I have such 
great managers, I can do less and 
less, but still have 
an overall feeling 
for how the busi¬ 
ness is going," he 
adds, praising his 
sons (Edward, Jack 
and Charlie) and 
ex-wife Jill for 
their hand in the 
design, food, wine 
and decor fronts. 

"If I want to re¬ 
tire, I will, but I 
don't think I will, 
to be honest. I 
don't see why I 
should!"

Try this recipe for Soutzoukakia (Meatballs in tomato 
sauce with cinnamon & cumin) from Rick's new book 


Serves 4 

For the meatballs: 

500g minced beef 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped or 
grated 

1 egg, beaten 
1/2tsp ground cumin 
1/2tsp dried oregano 

2 slices stale white bread (about 10Og), 
soaked in red wine and squeezed dry 
1/2tsp salt 

12 turns black pepper mill 

3tbsp olive oil 

For the tomato sauce: 

1 onion, finely chopped 

1 clove garlic, finely chopped 

3tbsp olive oil 

5cm cinnamon stick 

Itsp ground cumin 

Itsp sugar 

150ml red wine 

Itbsp tomato paste 

500ml passata 

1/2tsp salt 

12 turns black pepper mill 

Mix together all the ingredients for the 
meatballs except the olive oil and, 
with wet hands, mould into 20-24 
rugby-ball shapes. Heat the oil in a fry¬ 
ing pan over high heat and fry the 
meatballs until golden on all sides, or 
grill on a griddle pan if you like grill 



lines on the patties. 

Make the tomato sauce by sweating 
the onion and garlic in the olive oil 
with the cinnamon stick, cumin and 
sugar until soft, about 10 minutes over 
medium heat. Add the red wine and 
bring to the boil, then reduce the heat 
to medium again. Add the tomato 
paste and passata, season with the salt 
and pepper and cook until slightly 
thickened, about 20 minutes. 

Add the fried meatballs and simmer 
for 20-30 minutes with a lid on the pan 
until cooked through, adding a little 
water if the sauce is too thick.

Croque monsieurs 
with quince cheese 

YOU can use pre-sliced bread for this 
as it's all about the filling really. I've 
added a little extra something here - 
quince cheese, which adds a 
sophisticated sweetness to the snack. 

Ingredients 

6 thin slices of bread 
Softened butter for spreading 
9-10 slices of emmenthal 
6-9 slices of good quality ham 
3 medium eggs, beaten 
50-60g fresh white breadcrumbs 
50-60 g quince cheese (membrillo) 
Vegetable or corn oil for deep frying 

Method 

Spread the slices of bread with butter 
on one side, then sandwich the cheese 
and ham between them with the 
buttered side inward. Press firmly then 
cut off the crusts. Cut into approximate 
2cm squares and refrigerate for an 
hour or so. Have two containers and a 
tray or plate ready, one with beaten 
egg and one with the breadcrumbs. 
Put the chilled squares carefully 
through the egg and then the 
breadcrumbs, keeping the mini¬ 
sandwiches intact. 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160-180C 
in a large thick-bottomed saucepan or 
electric deep-fat fryer. Deep-fry the 
croque monsieurs for a minute or so 
until golden, turning them with a 
slotted spoon as they are cooking, then 
drain on some kitchen paper. Put the 
end of a teaspoon of the quince cheese 
on to each sandwich and then push in 
the cocktail sticks and serve 
immediately. 
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W ITH the pantomime 
season fast approach¬ 
ing and the obligatory 
lines “It’s behind 
you” and “Oh yes you 
did” beginning to be learned by the 
casts, I am on a mission to try to see 
fewer of the beloved family shows this 
year after my epic nine last year and 
14 the year before, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

I have found a way of seeing not one 
but seven pantos in just one evening, 
however, as the acclaimed company 
behind hits like Potted Potter and Pot¬ 
ted Pirates have turned their attention 
to the beloved British tradition and 
will be performing their Potted Panto 
with anticipated breakneck speed at 
the Garrick Theatre from Saturday. 

The two-handed panto extravaganza 
stars CBBC presenters Daniel Clark¬ 
son (Where The Heart Is, Coronation 
Street and Emmerdale) and Jefferson 
Turner (Blue Peter, Richard & Judy 
and Big Brother’s Little Brother ), who 
are collectively known as Dan and 
Jeff. The madcap duo will cram seven 
of Britain’s best pantomimes into an 
absurd 80 minutes. 

Jeff took some time out of rehearsal 
for the show and told me: “We have 
managed to fit seven whole pantos 


into one show, as well as looking at, 
and ripping apart, all the panto tradi¬ 
tions.” 

The family show is set to be a hot 
ticket this Christmas. And although 
the literature suggests it is suitable 
for age six plus, Jeff assures me it’s a 
treat for both adults and children 
alike. 

“The same as our other shows, it is 
suitable for all ages - but this one cer¬ 
tainly has more cross-dressing and 
slapstick, which can only be a good 
thing,” he said. 

The Potted pair recreate Christmas 
favourites, including a 3D Cinderella 
starring the world’s first Dairy God- 
chicken, Dick Whittington And Jeff 
The London Mayor, Aladdin, Snow 
White and Sleeping Beauty. 

The actors are no strangers to the 
pantomime circuit having played 
some famously grotesque siblings last 
year. 

Jeff said: “I have been in three pan¬ 
tomimes, the most recent of which 
was as an Ugly Sister in Cinderella, 
with Dan as my ‘beautiful’ sister. It 
was some of the most fun I’ve ever had 
on a stage. There is just such a licence 
to mess around and be silly, and the 
audience is as game as the actors.” 

The age-old Christmas tradition is 


an important part of British history 
and is often children’s first experience 
of theatre. 

“My mum started taking me when I 
was about four, and I think she 
probably knew she had a potential

actor/problem on her hands as I was 
desperate to join in with everything,” 
said Jeff. 

Fans can watch as Dan and Jeff 
clash over who will make the prettiest 
princess, and giggle as they soon re¬ 
alise that they cannot possibly play all 
seven dwarves. I asked Jeff if it is dif¬ 
ficult to switch to play so many char¬ 
acters in such a short period of time.

He said: “It’s 
great for me - in 
Potted Potter I 
only really play 
Harry, so I love 
playing so many 
characters in 
this. Also, how¬ 
ever hard it is 
fades into in¬ 
significance 
when I get to 
wear so many 
pretty frocks. I’m 
a huge fan of all 
the dames. It’s so 
much fun, you 
can get away 
with so much and the costumes can be 
pretty spectacular.” 

With just the two of them onstage I 
wondered how much trust the per¬ 
formers had to put in each other. 

Jeff said: “A lot. There are only two 
of us, so we just have to trust that the 
other is on top of his game, each show, 
which, fortunately, Dan tends to be.” 

I asked Jeff why he thinks panto 
continues to be such a popular art 
form in Britain. 

He said: “It’s partly tradition but 
also it’s proper family entertainment. 

“There aren’t that many forms of 
theatre that every member of the fam¬ 


ily can genuinely enjoy. I loved it at 
six and love it still at 30-something.” 

Richard Hurst, who was at the helm 
of the Off-Broadway Potted Potter, di¬ 
rects Potted Panto. Both Potted Potter 
and Potted Pirates received Olivier 
Award nominations, proving the 
shows’ smash-hit success. 

For those who cannot decide which 
pantomime to see, why not see them 
all? 

Potted Panto will run at the Garrick 
Theatre from Saturday until January

Stifling nature of thriller lost 



An Inspector Calls 

Playhouse Theatre 
*** 

I’M blessed with the luxury of 
seeing both amateur and pro¬ 
fessional theatre on a weekly 
basis and I have been afforded 
the opportunity of witnessing 
JB Priestley’s 1944 classic An 
Inspector Calls in a variety of 
settings, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

This was to be my first 
viewing of the acclaimed 
Stephen Daldry multi-award¬ 
winning production, which 
has returned to the West End 
just as the text has become 
part of the GCSE curriculum 
and has therefore ensured the 
Playhouse Theatre is filled 
with the chirping of teenagers 
on a nightly basis. 

We are invited to join the 
Birlings as they toast the en¬ 
gagement of daughter Sheila 
and a well-to-do and popular 
gent, Gerald. 

Proceedings are inter¬ 
rupted, however, by a visit 
from the enigmatic Inspector 
Goole, who proceeds to ask 
questions concerning the re¬ 
cent suicide of a young 
woman. 

Although the family ini¬ 
tially dismisses any involve¬ 
ment, it eventually transpires 
through a catalogue of actions 
that they all could have poten¬ 
tially played some part in the 
events that led to her death 
and they are forced to forge a 


modicum of social con¬ 
science. 

While Daldry has cleverly 
intertwined the impact of the 
Second World War into the 
classic Edwardian thriller, he 
has maintained the political 
subtext with a socialist bent 
and an addition of humour to 
the morality tale. 

Hamish Riddle supplies 
some desirable comic inter¬ 
ludes as the philanderer Eric 
Birling, while Liam Brennan 
promotes the ideological, 
principled Inspector Goole 
with a steely air of pomposity. 

The social divide is brashly 
depicted by setting the upper 
class within a raised shed-like 
structure, while the street 
urchins cower in the rain and 
detritus beneath. 

However, with the drawing 
room so far removed from the 


audience, the stifling and un¬ 
comfortable nature, which 
you often get from the piece, 
is somewhat lost. 

Daldry’s production still al¬ 
lows for a comment on the 
changing political movement. 
However, I fear it will be be¬ 
wildering to most of the 
youthful theatregoing debu¬ 
tants. 

And as the original three- 
act play is here converted into 
a two-hour, one-act produc¬ 
tion, those with a dearth of 
concentration are further 
hampered in their enjoyment, 
which therefore results in an 
abundance of chattering and 
movement towards the finale 
of the play.

Rangers 

lacking 

gaffer’s 

heart

IF Ian Holloway was under 
any illusions about the scale 
of the task facing him on his 
return to Queens Park 
Rangers, then all the prob¬ 
lems were laid bare for him in 
last Thursday’s 2-1 home de¬ 
feat by an equally poor 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
side that hadn’t won in nine 
Championship games. 

Indiscipline, a lack of con¬ 
centration and poor defending 
saw reckless James Perch 
sent off after 35 minutes and 
two goals conceded by QPR by 
the midway point of the sec¬ 
ond half. 

Having received his first 
yellow card for dubious dis¬ 
sent, only Perch can possibly 
explain his brainless lunge on 
Matt Doherty that left referee 
Tim Robinson with no option 
but to wave a second yellow 
and then a red. 

But Wolves’ goals, by Dave 
Edwards (60 mins) and Helder 
Costa (67), could not entirely 
be blamed on being a man 
short. 

The ball-watching Gavin 
Hall didn’t have a clue where 
Edwards was when he swept 
Wolves ahead from 12 yards, 
while lively winger Helder - 
the most talented player on 
view - turned Jack Robinson 
and Karl Henry inside out be¬ 
fore guiding his shot inside 
the far corner. 


Alex Smithies cast aside 
painful memories of his costly 
howler at Ipswich Town the 
previous weekend to keep 
Rangers alive with a string of 
fine saves before Holloway’s 
side finally took their exasper¬ 
ated manager’s lead and 
showed some heart. 

In the first of seven added 
minutes, Joel Lynch threw 
them an unexpected lifeline 
by lashing home his first goal 
for the club - following a 
Robinson long throw. But a 
few minutes later the same de¬ 
fender was guilty of a glaring 
miss - an air shot from six 
yards out - that should have 
given Rangers a point they 
scarcely deserved. 

It was the lack of passion 
from his players once they 
went two behind that must 
have hurt Holloway most - al¬ 
though if that’s the case, he 
concealed it in the post-match 
Press conference. 

The television camera 
close-ups captured all the 
agony of a tortured man, 
dressed in dark overcoat and 
a Hoops scarf, relentlessly 
hammering his chest with a 
clenched fist and seemingly 
on the brink of a nervous 
breakdown or heart attack, or 
both. If the players exuded 
even half as much passion as 
their manager, Rangers could 
be strong play-off contenders 


instead of mid-table medi¬ 
ocrity. 

Holloway also noticed that 
crowd tolerance levels are 
falling in line with atten¬ 
dances - on this occasion a 
drop to 12,222 (1,000-odd from 
the West Midlands), the low¬ 
est at Loftus Road this season. 
Sky’s live coverage, the ab¬ 
surd Thursday-night schedul¬ 
ing and the bitter West 
London winter chill kept 
many away. 

And there wasn’t much pre- 
Christmas goodwill in the air 
among those who did bother 
to turn out. 

Defensive midfielder Hen¬ 
ry, who was signed from 
Wolves in 2013, suffered the ig¬ 
nominy of being booed on to 
the field by both sets of fans 
when he emerged from the 
subs’ bench to replace top 
earning part-time footballer 
Sandro - starting his first 
game of the season - just past 
the hour mark. It’s difficult to 
guess what will happen first, 
if at all: QPR fans cutting 
scapegoat Henry some slack 
or the fragile Sandro lasting 
beyond an hour. 

To add to a toxic atmo¬ 
sphere in W12, left-back 
Robinson was involved in a 
heated exchange of words 
with a home supporter in the 
School End corner of the 
lower paddock. 

In common 
with the vast 
majority of 
managers 
today, Hol¬ 
loway tried 
to deflect the 
main cause 
of his wing¬ 
less team’s 
defeat on to 
the referee. 

He said: 
“The send¬ 
ing-off had a 
massive im¬ 
pact on the 
game. 

“I spoke to 
Perchy at 
half-time and 
all he said as 
he was run¬ 
ning back 


was ‘Ref, he’s dropped it’. And 
I’ve watched it back and that 
is all that he says. Tell me, 
how is that a booking? 

“It wasn't even a foul. (Carl) 
Ikeme did drop it, as we pre¬ 
dicted he would in the build¬ 
up to the game. We’ve seen 
him do it a lot. 

“Yes, the second booking 
was a foul but the first wasn’t 
a booking. Perchy’s dis¬ 
traught in that dressing 
room.” 

Despite the manner of 
Rangers’ fourth home defeat 
of the season, which leaves 
them 17th in the table, Hol¬ 
loway praised his side’s com¬ 
mitment. It was hard to 
reconcile his comments with 
his side’s clear hoisting of the 
white flag at 2-0 down but, for 
the record, this is what he 
said: “It’s still very early days. 
I was pleased with how we did 
with 10 men. 

“The boys showed great 
passion and commitment. I’m 
proud of the boys, to be honest 
with you. It’s a disappointing 
loss but I can be proud of the 
players. 

“We need to commit to play¬ 
ing more. We didn’t do what I 
expect of the players for the 
first 15 minutes or so. After 
that, I was pleased with the 
commitment. 

“In the end it was really cat 
and mouse but we didn’t have 
enough second-phase ball. 

“They countered us after 
that and Alex (Smithies) was 
brilliant. He made some great 
saves. 

“The lads responded, 
though, and we almost got 
something late on. 

“We didn’t get the right re¬ 
sult but we will get it right. 

“The more time I spend 
with these players, the better 
we will get. I’m sure of that.” 

The good news for QPR is 
that their next game, on Sat¬ 
urday, is away against by far 
the worst side in the division 
- rock-bottom Rotherham 
United, who are 13 points 
from safety having won one 
and lost 14 of their 19 matches. 
Millers’ only win was against 
Brentford, 1-0, on August 20.

B£TTING BANT£R 

IT’S not hard to see how West Bromwich Albion might 
score at Chelsea on Sunday. 

All week Tony Pulis, that principled purveyor of 
total football, will work his Baggies players hard in 
training, getting them to bombard the penalty area 
with long balls in the hope that one or two will find the 
head of Rondon - or the boot of Gary Cahill. 

And, to be fair, Chelsea are vulnerable to crosses and 
set-pieces. 

But at 14/1 to win, you would have to believe in Fa¬ 
ther Christmas to imagine WBA, now up to seventh in 
the table, causing too much excitement in the BT Sport 
commentary box. 

Their decent unbeaten run of three wins from their 
last four games looks good on paper, until you note 
that they were claimed at the expense of Leicester City, 
Burnley and Watford, plus a draw with Hull City. 

Trouble is, there is no value in backing Chelsea at 
3/10 either. It’s difficult to see a good angle here but I’ll 
back Diego Costa to keep ahead of Alexis Sanchez at 
the top of the PL scoring charts. He’ll be too hot for 
WBA to handle. 

Verdict: Costa to score two or more goals v WBA 
(3/1). 

You get the sense that Fulham are finally moving in 
the right direction under Slavisa Jokanovic - and 
Whites can continue their impressive run by winning 
at Wolves this Saturday. 

Despite victory at QPR last week, their first under 
new boss Paul Lambert, there is still much work to be 
done at Wolves. 

Fulham are one of the best passing sides in the 
Championship and now they are converting controlled 
possession into goals while also tightening up at the 
back. 

Verdict: Fulham to win at Wolves (8/5). 

Ian Holloway needs to restore the faith at QPR and 
he has been offered an early Christmas gift in Satur¬ 
day’s fixture at Rotherham United, whose fans are al¬ 
ready checking out quickest routes to League One 
grounds next season. 

Rangers are a generous odds-against to beat a side 
that hasn’t won since August and concede an average 
of 2.37 goals per game. It’s time for Messrs Polter and 
Washington to fill their boots. 

There’s a fair chance that Ronnie Moore will be re¬ 
appointed Rotherham manager by the time Ollie and 
his Hoops pitch up at the New York Stadium on Satur¬ 
day.

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Luiz: I feel 
Brazil’s loss 

Defender in no mood to 
celebrate win at Man City

DAVID Luiz is still coming to terms 
with the plane crash in Columbia 
which caused the death of 71 people, in¬ 
cluding virtually all of the top Brazil¬ 
ian football team Chapecoense, 
journalists, pilots and cabin crew. 

The Brazil centre-back was one of 
the stars of Chelsea’s impressive 3-1 
victory at Manchester City on Satur¬ 
day. However, the normally ebullient 
defender was sombre in the extreme 
when speaking about the win which 
kept Blues top of the Premier League. 

Just seconds from the end of the ab¬ 
sorbing top-of-the-table clash, Luiz was 
subjected to a terrible high and late 
challenge by Sergio Aguero which left 
him requiring treatment and saw the 
Argentina striker red-carded. 

It sparked an unedifying melee in¬ 
volving players and backroom staff 
which also saw referee Anthony Taylor 
brandish a red card to City’s Brazilian 
midfielder Fernandinho as the home 
side lost their cool as well as three cru¬ 
cial home points. 

With the hectic Christmas and New 
Year programme starting with the visit 
of West Bromwich Albion to Stamford 
Bridge on Sunday (midday), Luiz was 
asked how his leg was and would he be 
fit to face the Baggies? 

Without a smile, the deadpan de¬ 
fender said: “I just try to do my job like 
always. I’m happy because we did an 
amazing job at Manchester City. It is 
not easy to win there against a strong 
team and an amazing coach. 

“I am not thinking about this week 
a lot. We had a big loss in Brazil last 
week, we are not happy about this. It 
was an emotional week and it has been 
difficult. We need to pray for the fami¬ 
lies, our friends, for the journalists, for 
everybody. It is more important to sup¬ 
port them now than talk about the 
Christmas period.” 

Fellow defender Cesar Azpilicueta 


has been an eight-out-of-10 performer 
ever since he joined Chelsea from Mar¬ 
seilles in 2012. Of the game which put 
title rivals City firmly in their place, 
he said: “It was tough but we got the 
three points and that is massive for us. 
It is an important victory.” 

Blues fought back from going behind 
to Gary Cahill’s own goal on the stroke 
of half-time to record their eighth 
straight league victory thanks to goals 
from Diego Costa, substitute Willian 
and Eden Hazard. 

“When we faced Tottenham (two 
weeks ago) it was the first time we had 
gone behind (since switching to 3-4-3),” 
Azpilicueta said. 

“That was a real test for us but we 
came back and won the game. At 
Manchester City it was the same. 

“It wasn’t like in the previous 
games, where we were winning from 
the beginning and it was more comfort¬ 
able for us. But against Spurs and 
Manchester City we had to dig in, we 
worked really hard as a team and did 
a great comeback.” 

There is a growing sense that the 
West Londoners, currently three 
points clear of second-placed Arsenal 
and having conceded just two goals in 
that stunning eight-game run, could re¬ 
gain the title this season after such a 
disastrous 2015-16 campaign. 

“We want to continue like this,” he 
said. “We know we are playing against 
very good teams but you can see dur¬ 
ing the matches that we have stronger 
periods of play than the opposition. 

“But you have to stay in the game, 
even when you’re losing 1-0. We know 
that the game is for 90 minutes and 
that we can always come back and win. 
We did that in a good way. It’s impor¬ 
tant to always keep calm and keep 
doing our job. If you do that, at the end 
you get results.” 

It was the first time in weeks that 
head coach Antonio Conte had to 
change the starting line-up. Nemanja 


Matic had a calf strain but his replace¬ 
ment, Cesc Fabregas, produced a mid- 
field masterclass of passing that saw 
him set-up Costa, the Premier League’s 
joint-leading scorer, to notch his 11th 
goal of the season. 

Azpilicueta agreed that having 
someone of Fabregas’ calibre to come 
into the side for just the second start 
this season underlines Blues’ in-depth 
quality. 

“Yes, it’s massive,” said the 27-year- 
old. “We know that to win a title we 
need a contribution from everybody. 
The line-up hasn’t changed much over 
the last few weeks but all the squad are 
training really, really well. When play¬ 
ers are getting their time, everyone is 
doing their job. That is massive for the 
team. We know there is a long way to 
go until May and we need everybody.” 

Naturally, Azpilicueta would not be 
drawn on whether countryman Fabre¬ 
gas should keep his place or specific 
team selections. 

“Players like Cesc, and everybody 
else who isn’t getting a lot of minutes, 
are training really hard and showing a 
great spirit,” he said. 

“They know that even if they play 
just one minute, maybe they can make 
the difference. Cesc played from the be¬ 
ginning (against City), Willian came on 
and scored a goal, Nathaniel Chalobah 
came on and gave us a lot of power as 
well. It’s very important because the 
game is 90 minutes and we can’t play 
with the same 11 every week. It’s a 
great thing that all of us have im¬ 
proved, that’s important.” 

But Azpilicueta recognises that his 
Spain team-mate can do things with 
the ball which others can’t. 

“Yes, we know his qualities,” he 
said. “The passes he did during the 
game were amazing. He provided the 
assist for the goal which got us back 
into the game - Diego scored a very 
good goal. Not a lot of players can do 
that kind of pass. The skill that he has 


is very special. He can see passes be¬ 
fore anyone else on the pitch and is so 
accurate from such a long distance. Ob¬ 
viously it is a really difficult thing to 
do and for others to stop - he’s a game- 
changer. 

“When it was 1-0 they had a few 
clear-cut chances that could have 
changed the game but Thibaut Cour- 
tois did a great job and we stayed in the 
match. We knew then that we could 
come back at any point - and that’s 
what we did. When we got the 
equaliser, the team grew and we felt 
that we could win the game. We didn’t 
stop until the end.” 

Fabregas has said in the past he 
wants to stay at Chelsea and outstand¬ 
ing performances such as the one he 
produced at City should convince club 
and coach why he should stay. 

“He shows that in every training 
session and in the games in which he’s 
played,” said Azpilicueta. “There is no 
doubt about that. 

“When some players are not playing, 
there is always a bit of speculation 
(about leaving). 

“But Cesc has shown really good 
commitment, great spirit in training 
and in every game, both when he has 
played and when he hasn’t. To have a 
player like him is really important. I 
think we will have him (for a long time 
yet).” 

• CHELSEA’S under-18s stretched 
their unbeaten run in the U18 Premier 
League to 10 games with a 2-2 draw 
away to Arsenal on Saturday. 

Jody Morris’ boys led 2-0 with goals 
from Ike Ugbo and Mar tell Taylor-

Martin at the 
double to lift 
Whites’ spirits 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


CHRIS Martin could hold the 
key to Fulham's hopes of 
reaching the play-offs after 
scoring twice in Saturday's 5-0 
rout of Reading at Craven 
Cottage. 

The striker, on loan from 
Derby County, took his goals 
tally to six in 14 appearances 
this season for Whites, who are 
now just three points off the 
top six in 10th place. 

"He's a target man and we 
need to connect with him," said 
Fulham head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic."He scored the 
goals, he was our platform 
player. Apart from the goals he 
did very good work and 
pressed the opposition 
defenders very well. 

"Credit to him, he's an 
experienced player and his 
numbers in the past show us 
that he can be a very 
important player for us. He's 
our top scorer and we have to 
believe in him." 

This emphatic victory - the 
second time Fulham have hit 
opponents for five without 
reply in the space of three 
home games - ended 
Reading's five-match winning 
run, although they took 
advantage of two slices of 
good fortune.

"I'm happy with the progress 
of my team. We tried to find 
our identity, our style. We want 
to dominate teams. We played 
with less touches, our passing 
was with a good pace, and at 
the end we created many 
things and scored many goals." 

Fulham travel to struggling 
Wolverhampton Wanderers, 
who are just two points above 
the drop zone in 20th place, 
this Saturday. 

Wolves should heed 
Jokanovic's warning after his 
side dismantled Reading: "We 
can still do better in the 
future."
